BROOKLYN'S LATEST GAIN. 


The Qaalnt Old Plantation of Flatbuah 


Which the I»ISI«*- Town Has Ab«or)M!«l. 
The beautiful old Dutch town of 


Flatbush, which has just been added to 
Brooklyn, U one of the oldest and most 
interesting settlements near New York. 
The statement has been made that it is 
even older than Brooklyn. The facts 
are that Brooklyn got a Dutch charter 
In 1053, whereas Gov. Petriis Stuyves- 
ant granted a patent for Flatbush in 
1651, 
but both towns date earlier than 


those years, and Brooklyn was the first 
one settled. 


It was in 1030, according to the 


almanac of the Brooklj'n Eagle for 
1393, 
that three citizens'of New Am- 


sterdam went over to Gowanus and the 
Wallabout (now the Nineteenth ward 
of Brooklyn) and bought land of tho 
Canarsie Indians, who claimed all that 
shore. They built soon afterward, and 
thus began the settlement of Brooklyn. 
Cornelius Dlckson established a ferry 
between our Peck slip and what is now 
the foot of Pulton street in 1042, and it 
was called the ferry to Hreukelcn, 
after the name of a place in Holland. 
It was 1040 (some say in May and some 
say in Junto of that year) when schepens 
were elected over there, and the Dutch 
governor and council recognized tho 
formation of a government across the 
river. They had given tha whole of 
Conynen (Coney) Island to Oysbert Op 
Dyclc two yearsbeforetbat, in 10-14, but 
without surrendering- the government 
claim upon, the fisheries there. Ten 
years later, In 1054, Flatlanda, Flat- 
bush and Brooklyn organized a militia 
company to scare away robbers and 
piratea. So Flatbush first comes Into 
the history o£ Brooklyn . just two hun- 
dred and forty years earlier than the

A Process Ii<r Which >"6te« Can Wo Taben

While groat Improvements have been 


mado in tho last few years in shortr 
hand systems, and language can now 
be transferred to paper with the rapid- 
ity of speech, tho writing of music is 
still an occupation of exasperating tp- 
diousness. A musical shorthand lias' 
often been suggested, and It is said 
that certain musicians-have devised for 
themselves such a system, which has 
served their purpose fairly well. But 
any attempt to bring the speed of mu- 
sical notation within even appreciable 
distance ol the rate of musical produc- 
tion, either instrumental or vocal, haa 
always been looked upon aa impossible. 
It is difficult to imagine how It can 
ever be o'.herwlso, but none tho less are 
those Inventors who seek to increase 
tho facility of transferring- to paper 
musical idcaa, either fresh from the 
bruin of the composer or from tho ren- 
dition of tho artist, worthy of com- 
mendation and gratitude. 
An attempt 


in this direction has just been made in 
the construction of a machine for type- 
writing musij, says tho Fort Worth 
Gazette. Tho machine looks like an 
ordinary typewriting machine, after 
which it is modeled, the frame, key, 
levers, type, bars and carriage being: 
retained. Various modifications are 
made so as to adapt the instrument to 
tho ohaugc of notation, the carriage 
being shifted endwise only for the dif- 
ferent lines, octaves or notes, and tho 
paper is fed forward with each stroke 
of the type. Tho machine is intended 
cither to be used with paper already 
ruled or to write Its own staff by re- 
peating a five-lined character.
